HUS far this year there have been two sales 

at which yearlings were disposed of by pub- 
lic auction. The first was the Mapleton Stud 
dispersal at Malvern, Pa., June 6, under aus- 
pices of E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company. At that vendue 12 yearlings 
(11 by Tryster, one by Bud Lerner) averaged 
$595.83. The other was the Alwington Stud dis- 
persal at Warrenton, Va., June 18, under the 
auspices of C. J. Fitz Gerald. Seven yearlings 
(five by Catalan and two by *Tournament) there 
brought an average of $92.15. The average for 
the 19 sold in the two sales was $140. This, how- 
ever, cannot be taken as providing a proper line 
on what breeders of Thoroughbreds may expect 
for their yearlings in the markets at Chicago, 
Saratoga and Lexington this season. It is ap- 
proximately 54 per cent of what THE BLoop- 
HORSE believes the general average will be at 
Saratoga for the 1932 crop. : 

The first offering of yearlings in the Chicago 
market for 1932 will be made at Arlington Park 
on Friday of next week, July 15, the day before 
the running of the Classic. The sale will be 
under auspices of C. J. Fitz Gerald. The sec- 
ond offering will be at the same place under the 
same auspices a week later, Friday, July 22. 
There is intimation that a third sale may be held 
on Friday, July 29. 

Mr. Fitz Gerald and his consignors now ap- 
pear to be more optimistic than they were 30 
days ago. Perhaps their feelings have been 
somewhat influenced by the fact that the two 
great parties have selected candidates for the 
presidency and vice-presidency of the United 
States and that there are here and there evi- 
dences of increased activity and more employ- 
ment in the smaller fields of industry. 

Col. W. S. Dudley, who is the main stem among 
the consignors to the first sale at Arlington 
Park, is particularly firm in his belief that a fair 
average is to be obtained this year at Chicago. 
His attitude had much to do toward stiffening 
Mr. Fitz Gerald when there was doubt about 
holding a sale there, and it has had much to do 
toward determining others, including Edward 
and Joseph Madden, masters of Hamburg Place, 


to sell at Chicago in July rather than at Sara- 
toga in August, or Lexington in November. 


The schedule for the Saratoga sales under the 
auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company is pub- 
lished on the back page of the cover of this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. We understand from 
Mr. Tranter that he is expecting approximately 
600 lots to pass under the hammer at the Spa, 
where he has built up the greatest business in 
young Thoroughbreds that America has ever 
known and where he maintains one of the best 
appointed sales plants in the world. 

Mr. Tranter a few days ago informed THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that he has talked with some of the 
best financial minds in New York and that they 
had encouraged him considerably. One impor- 
tant figure in financial affairs, who also is in- 
terested in Thoroughbred horse production, told 
him that he should be prepared to see the Sara- 
toga average at least as good as it was last 
year. The gentleman gave him to understand 
that conditions would show improvement after 
the presidential nominations and that they would 
further improve after adjournment of Congress. 
Mr. Tranter said that he and the consignors to 
his Saratoga sales would be well pleased, indeed, 
with a market as good as was last year’s. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE thinks they would all be 
“tickled pink” to have prices as good as they 
were last year.. The breeders are not expecting 
a break as good as that. If they get an average 
half as good as they received last year they will 
be surprised, though not pleased. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is still of the opinion that 
the general average will be approximately $750. 
One breeder who has been successfully selling 
yearlings in the Eastern market (first at Sheeps- 
head Bay, next at Durland’s, then at Saratoga) 
this week told THE BLOOD-HORSE that he has 20 
good ones to send to Saratoga, “but,” he said, 
“someone with $12,000 in cash can come to the 
farm and get the entire 20 for that money.” 

We would particularly emphasize the fact that 
that now is the time for profitable investment. 
We have not seen all of the yearlings which are 
to zo from Kentucky to the Saratoga market, 
but we have seen a considerable number of them 

enough to make us know that, generally speak- 
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ing, the horses of this crop are better than the 
crop of last year, and the year before; better 
individuals, and just as well bred. That being 
true, and it also being true that we have every 
right to believe that bottom has been reached in 
the economic transition, we advise buying year- 
lings with the expectation that within another 
12 months handsome profit can be made. 


Persons with money for investment—persons 
who have been fortunate enough to have pre- 
served some cash—regardless of whether they 
have ever before had experience of Thoroughbred 
horses, would do well to employ the services of 
a capable horseman to make selection of year- 
lings at the auctions and then have them broken 
and developed. 


If the late John E. Madden were here in this 
time, what a feast he would make of this oppor- 
tunity. He was perhaps the most astute horse- 
man of the last and the present century. He 
came onto the Turf with a pair of running shoes; 
a mind quicker than his nimble feet; keen in 
judgment of horses and men; a great store of 
energy and a courageous spirit. He improved 
every opportunity until he had amassed a for- 
tune, and he got great thrills out of his activi- 
ties. In a market like the market of 1932, John 
E. Madden was always a buyer; never a seller. 
“Buy when other people do not want ’em; sell 
when other people want ’em,”’ was his wisdom. 

We believe in the Madden method. It was a 
successful method. In the early days, Mr. Mad- 
den had neither cash nor grass; but he found 
people who did have cash and grass and who 
were willing to back his judgment; people who 
for a part cf the profits were willing to gamble 
on his judgment and his advice. There are, we 
feel sure, men on the Turf today who could find 
backing for their judgment of horses. Why do not 
those men seek that backing and reap the bene- 
fits to be had from thus employing their know]- 
edge? It is, indeed, a great opportunity for 
capable, energetic horsemen and for investors. 

Having advised purchase of yearlings as an 
investment, based on the belief that there will 
be an upturn in the market for developed horses 
within the year, we now state our belief that 
the market for yearlings in 1933 will show an 
average in advance of that of 1931 and that 
steady gains will be shown in subsequent years 
for a long period. 

We base this belief on the fact that, having 
felt the pinch of the folly shown in the over- 
production of horses during the period of in- 
flation in this country, breeders will be more 
conservative in their operations. We base it also 
on the belief that the laws of supply and demand, 
steadily, though slowly, at work in the realm of 
the Turf, aided by certain forms of designed 
elimination, will by then have further balanced 
production. We believe, in addition, that dur-

ing the next 12 months events in California, and 
perhaps in Texas, will make for greater occu- 
pation for Thoroughbred horses than now. 

These beliefs compel in us an optimistic out- 
look for the future of Thoroughbred horse pro- 
duction and the marketing of yearlings, but we 
do not see the upturn coming so early as July 
and August of this year. We do believe, how- 
ever, that, with the elections over, there will be 
a better tone to the next November market, and 
we believe that those who have elected to break 
their yearlings and sell them at E. J. Tranter’s 
annual November sales at the Lexington Sales 
Paddock will be rewarded for their confidence. 

In conclusion we will pass on the information 
that “Mankato,” noted English Turf critic, writ- 
ing in The Chronicle (Manchester), June 18, ex- 
presses the belief that “there should be an ap- 
preciable advance of the average of 1931” for 
yearlings coming to the July sales from the Na- 
tional Stud. The improvement in conditions in 
England is more general and is about 12 months 
in advance of this country, as we see it.

INBREEDING TO HANOVER 


By J. A. ESTES 


HARLES A. HATTON writes in Daily Run- 

ning Horse (New York): “Not long ago, 
this writer paraded the belief of Thomas B. 
Cromwell and himself that inbreeding to Han- 
over, preferably by mating mares carrying the 
strain, close-up, with Wise Counsellor, was as 
certain of producing a speedy performer as any 
scheme of mating yet devised. It seems borne out 
most forcefully in the past couple of seasons, 
particularly through the doings of that west- 
ern flash, Nevada Queen, and lately, of this 
potential Roseben, Sandy Bill.” 

Right. And furthermore: Inbreeding to Han- 
over is as certain of producing a speedy quitter 
as any scheme of mating yet devised. And you 
can use the same examples again, and add Wise 
Ann to the list. 

For the last two or three years, whenever a 
breeder mentioned that he was sending a mare 
to Wise Counsellor, The Estes made it a prac- 
tice to inquire concerning the breeding of the 
mare. Almost without exception among those 
to whom he talked, the breeders were sending 
back more Hanover, in their mare’s pedigree, to 
be joined with the Hanover in Wise Counsellor’s 
male line. Occasionally he remonstrated, never 
with any perceptible effect. 

It is The Estes’ contention that Wise Counsel- 
lor should be mated with mares of foreign ex- 
traction; that he does not need crosses of Dom- 
ino or Ben Brush; and especially that he does 
not need a return of Hanover. Yet virtually all 
his best progeny has an extra cross of Hanover 
on the dam’s side. The reason is plain: A very 
large percentage of the stallion’s mates have 
been descendants of Hanover. It appears to 
have been accepted almost universally among 
breeders that this is the thing to do. The re- 
sult, in every case, is a race horse which comes 
and goes with the strawberry season. 

The Hanover male line is not likely to be 
saved by inbreeding to Hanover, unless, indeed, 
our racing arrives very soon at the point toward 
which it is tending, when our best horses will 
all be sprinters and when a 2-year-old will be 
considered well past his prime when Thanksgiv- 
ing has come. 

The Estes would be the last to cry down the 
strains which have come to be known as “Ameri- 
can.” But he would also be the last to deny 
that England and France, the latter especially, 
have far better resources for Thoroughbred 
stamina than America has. 

Every one of the last 10 winners of the Bel- 
mont Stakes has shown in his pedigree a blend- 
ing of “American” and foreign strains; in every 
case the ‘“‘American” lines have played a subor- 
dinate part; and in every case the leading in- 
breeding has been to foreign stock. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no inbreeding to any 
“American” stock in any of the last eight win- 
ners ( counting six generations); Mad Play, 
winner in 1924, has remote repetitions of the 
names of Lexington and *Glencoe. 

The pattern for breeding Wise Counsellor 
might, in some measure, be taken from the pedi- 
grees of such top-class horses as Blue Larkspur 
and Equipoise (there are plenty of examples be- 
Side these). In the case of Equipoise, note the 
repetition of the ‘‘American”  sire—imported 
mare pattern:

The closest inbreeding in the pedigree of Equi- 
poise is to Hampton (through *Royal Rose by 
Royal Hampton and through *Balancoire II, out 
of *Ballantree, by Ayrshire, by Hampton). In the 
pedigree of Blue Larkspur, two strong ‘“Ameri- 
can” male lines are seen topping off a power- 
ful edifice the material for which has all been 


drawn in recent years from abroad.

The primary inbreeding is to Padua. Further 
back the names repeated more than once in 
the pedigree are Macaroni, Galopin, Hermit, See 
Saw, Stockwell, Thormanby. 

The lines of Domino, Ben Brush and Hastings 
have been salvaged by foreign outcrossings (con- 
sider where the Hastings line would have been 
today without a *Fairy Gold to mother Fair 
Play, or where the Ben Brush line would have 
been without an *Elf to suckle Broomstick). 
Hanover’s line might be kept by the same treat- 
ment. 


THE LEADING MONEY WINNERS. 

Top Flight, by her victory in the Arlington 
Oaks, advanced to a place on the list of the 10 
leading money-winners of the world, crowding 
Display off the roster. She is the second horse 
to enter that list this year. Phar Lap, the only 
gelding included, secured a place by his victory 
in the Agua Caliente Handicap in March. Top 
Flight is the only mare included. Three horses 
not yet out of training are among the first 10, 
namely Mate, Top Flight and Twenty Grand, and 
one of the three, the filly has much the richest 
engagements. Victory in the Classic, for which 
she is the probable favorite, would, very likely, 
put her second or third.

The books at 
Aqueduct felt the departure of the sport’s fol- 
lowers more than the management, however, as 
Aqueduct, like Belmont, Empire and Jamaica, 
has a clientele locally all its own.

AM RIDDLE’S Argosie all but ran Top Flight 
down in the Coaching Club American Oaks. 
In the Gazelle at Aqueduct Playfole, a filly that 
couldn’t win claiming races at Belmont, dusts off 
the sister to American Flag. (Well, Mr. Editor, 
maybe these are high-class 3-year-old fillies— 
but you can have ’em.)

HE master of Glen Riddle, Old Rosebud hears, 
has the finest crop of yearlings he has bred 
in some seasons. Seems he changed paddocks 
this year, giving them the benefit of grazing on 
ground that isn’t horse poor. His Ship Ablaze, 
a juvenile filly, gives promise of eventually rank- 
ing high among the current year’s youngsters of 
her sex. Her trainer, George Conway, has 
brought her along slowly and carefully. She is 
a sizeable miss, this daughter of Man o’ War, a 
chestnut with a liberal scattering of white hairs 
throughout her coat and a blaze.

HARLEY KURTSINGER knows the shortest 
way around a racetrack. Is strictly a rail- 
rider. Twice now, aboard Greentree’s Parry he 
has made his move along the rail at the turn 
for home in two major stakes (the Coaching 
Club and Gazelle) only to discover that position 
being occupied at the crucial moment and his 
mount in a neat pocket. Seems to Old Rosebud 
he recalls there was complaint among Twenty 
Grand’s backers in the Preakness that Kurt- 
singer had committed a similar mistake. Young 
Jimmy Rowe took no chances in the Derby, 
however, instructing the Louisville boy to take 
the overland with the son of *St. Germans. May- 
be Parry isn’t good enough to circle a couple of 
opponents and still win, but her backers would 
like to see Kurtsinger try it once, anyhow. 
* * * 
ANDY BILL is a speed marvel. He’s too fast! 
Thrice now his blazing speed has proved his 
undoing. But for wrenching his back at the 
break and receiving a listless ride in the Great 
American would now be unbeaten. He’s prac- 
tically invincible to those of his age division 
within his endurance limitations. The clockers 
say Disdainful is the fastest 2-year-old developed 
in the East to date of this season—but any 
time they hook up we'll string along with Sandy 
Bill and ask no odds. He is a colt of the type of 
Osmand and Bubbling Over, having fine size and 
substance and the muscularity fore and aft, par- 
ticularly aft, of a prize Percheron. Joe Notter 
says he’s as preposessing an animal as ever he 
saw. For all his size and evident power, Sandy 


Bill has the action of Sarazen—runs smoothly 
and with head down. Just picks 'em up and lays 
‘em down without any apparent effort. 
a potential “savior of the line of Hanover” if 
ever there was one. Ships to the Spa soon, where 
he is engaged in the Hopeful, Special, United 
States and Grand Union Hotel Stakes.

UT, speaking of jockeys, the customers around 

New York can “see” only two, Mills and 
Coucci. Their combined followings about repre- 
sent the Metropolitan race-going populace. Sel- 
dom a day passes but they stage one or more 
hot tussles for riding honors. Horses run for 
them in a maner that has pointed the finger of 
suspicion at more than one of their colleagues 
who have failed previously where Mills or Coucci 
succeeded. Mills recently graduated from the 
ranks of apprentices and scored with his first 
mount, Just Imagine (appropriate enough) as a 
master saddle mechanic.

PROPOS of the downfall of Jamestown, one 
metropolitan Turf journalist wrote, “They 
don’t come back.” Wonder if that scribe ever 
heard of a horse called Equipoise—out equally 
as long as the Widener ‘ace’’—or Old Rosebud? 
Their coming back depends largely upon what 
put ’em on the shelf. Old Rosebud had James- 
town’s number two years ago—he’s a sprinter. 
Used a lot of THE BLOOD-HORSE’S space trying to 
make all and sundry see what to him was so 
apparent—that Equipoise was a better horse 
than Jamestown or Twenty Grand. In my humble 
estimation, he’s the best since Man o’ War. (Note 
to Editor: Spanish Play and Jamestown both are 
larger than Equipoise!)

HERE must be some redeeming feature of the 
stalls so occult or obvious that it has escaped 
the writer’s limited powers of perception, for 
trainers keep clamoring for them despite their 
apparent shortcomings. The most incongruous 
thing about them to the bewildered bystander’s 
mind is, why, if they were invented for bad 
actors, are horses of that description taken out- 
side them before a good start can be had? Of 
course, the bad actor can inflict injury only upon 
himself, but a lot of good horses have been 
damaged, some of them irreparably, in them, 


too. Insofar as the assistant-starter ‘‘menace” 
is concerned, we still have the ‘Hold-On 
Johnnies.”

T is a pity that Trainer T. Woodcock must, 

because of the expiration of his passport on 
July 15, hie himself back to his native Australia. 
He was just hitting his stride with the Kilmer 
horses. Jockey Billy Elliott, we assume, also will 
have to depart at that time. Meanwhile, Commo- 
dore Kilmer has dispensed with the services of 
“Doc” Crawford (again) and employed ‘“Pud” 
McDaniel, who runs the total of Kilmer trainers 
up to the ’steen mark. Woodcock’s leaving will 
make room for another and horsemen are con- 
jecturing on “who’s next.”

ARLINGTON PARK ECONOMIZES. 


INCE its reorganization under the present 

management, Arlington Park has been con- 
ducted in an unorthodox manner. Last week it 
again proved its lack of orthodoxy. Most tracks, 
when faced by the necessity of cutting down 
expenditures, first reduce the amount to be dis- 
tributed to horsemen, then later and more re- 
luctantly cut the salaries they pay. Arlington 
cut salaries first, and then made a cut of about 
17 per cent in the purses added to races for 
maidens and for claiming events wherein horses 
are all entered for $2,000 or for less. The added 
money to such purses beginning Friday of this 
week will be $1,000 instead of $1,200. 

Arlington Park this year announced an un- 
precedented program of stakes and purses, ex- 
tending over a period of 30 days. The racing 
during the first week was of a sensational sort. 
Three track records were broken on Thursday, 
June 30, and one of them was the new world’s 
record of 1:34 2-5 for a mile, set by Equipoise. 
Saturday, July 2, Top Flight in winning the 
Arlington Oaks, ran back to the form which 
made her one of the great horses of the Ameri- 
can Turf. Yet the crowds and mutuel play on 
these days were disappointing, and on the day 
Equipoise ran an unofficial statement was given 
out that it was the worst day, financially, ex- 
perienced at Arlington since the course was 
opened. 

Faced by the necessity of making ends come 
close together, if not actually meet, the manage- 
ment last week announced general salary reduc- 
tions. Noah H. McClelland, one of the placing 
judges, resigned after having been notified of the 
slash in his pay. The purse cut was announced 
on Monday of this week. 

The first of Arlington Park’s great races for 
the older division, the Stars and Stripes Handi- 
cap, was run Monday of this week and won by 
Equipoise. The Arlington Gold Cup comes next, 
being down for Saturday of this week, July 9. 
Featuring the following Saturday, July 16, is the 
fourth running of the rich Classic, for 3-year- 
olds, in which Faireno, Gusto, Stepenfetchit, 
Osculator, Top Flight and possibly Boatswain 
will probably be among the starters. 


GOLD STEP’S INAUGURAL. 


Trainer A. J. Joyner chose the Arlington In- 
augural Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, seven furlongs) for the first start of George 
D. Widener’s Jamestown since the Shevlin Stakes 
of last year, in which the colt’s defeat by two 
horses of much lower class caused him to be put 
away for the year. The son of St. James had 
shown exceptional speed in his workouts. Han- 
dicapped with top weight of 122 pounds, he was 
considered by the crowd to be so near a certain- 
ty that he was made favorite for the third run- 
ning of the Inaugural at odds of 81 cents on the 
dollar. Perhaps his sensational works had been 
largely responsible for the fact that 14 horses 
were declared out of the overnight entries for 
the stakes, leaving nine to start. Jamestown, 
with Linus McAtee up, went out to set the pace, 
and C. E. Allen sent W. C. and E. W. Reichert’s 
old My Dandy (109) after him. After a quarter 
mile Jamestown had a head advantage. The two 
leaders drew out slightly from the others, open- 
ing up a little patch of daylight. After five fur- 


longs they were still a head apart. At the 
eighth pole they were still together, but it was 
My Dandy’s head that was in front. Then both 
tired from the pace. My Dandy finished fourth, 
Jamestown fifth. The winner was a member of 
the mutuel field (with My Dandy, Silverdale and 
Sherab), Mrs. S. Fairbanks’ Gold Step (106), 
an erstwhile plater claimed from W. C. Moore 
early this season just before winning a stakes 
race. He made his run in the stretch, under H. 
Schutte’s urging, and scored by a head over Abe 
Bartelstein’s Polydorus (117), which probably 
would have won but for being allowed to swerve 
in the stretch. The Warm Stable’s Epithet (113) 
was third, half a length farther back. Behind 
My Dandy and Jamestown, the others were Sil- 
verdale (108), Morsel (108), Burning Up (108), 
Sherab (10214).

EVERGOLD BEATS STEPENFETCHIT. 

Perhaps the result of the Garfield Stakes ($2,- 
500 added, 3-year-olds, one mile) at Arlington 
Park June 29 was an indication of the little dif- 
ference there is between our best 3-year-olds 
and our selling platers of the same age. Favor- 
ite for the race was Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s 
Stepenfetchit (112), son of The Porter. He fin- 
ished second, beaten by three parts of a length, 
to the Shandon Farm Stable’s rapidly improving 
Evergold (112). The winner, as late as May 12 
of this year, ran in a claiming race with a price 
of $2,000 on him. In winning the Garfield, he 
was obliged to pass nearly everything in the 12- 
horse field. He caught Stepenfetchit near the 
finish and won going away. Probably the best 
performance in the race was that of Abe Bart- 
elstein’s Yonkel (110), which came from last 
place, made up much ground and finished third, 
a length behind Stepenfetchit, after being blocked 
on the turn.

C. V. Whitney’s Top Flight (121) definitely 
established her superiority in the 3-year-old filly 
division by winning last Saturday, July 2, the 
third running of the Arlington Qaks ($15,000 
added, 3-year-old fillies, 11-2 miles), and in so 
doing brought herself back to a position of 
favoritism for the Classic, the year’s most valu- 
able prize for 3-year-olds. It was her third, and 
most impressive, stakes victory this year, and 
her tenth win in 11 starts, all in stakes races, 
for her entire career. Made odds-on favorite at 
84 cents on the dollar, Top Flight behaved at 
the barrier better than for any race this season, 
though the start was delayed a dozen minutes 
by the cutting up of the Greentree Stable’s 
Parry (118) and Albert Sabath’s I Say (116). 
Parry was finally taken to the outside of the 
stall gates and got off badly. I Say wheeled 
and threw her rider immediately after the start. 
R. Workman sent Top Flight to the front in the 
run to the first turn, opening up a lead of two 
lengths in a quarter-mile. W. S. Kilmer’s Sun- 
tica (121) pressed close after her for nearly a 
mile, but weakened at the top of the stretch. 
When Suntica slowed up a trifle on the turn she 
went wide, carrying Parry out with her, which 
gave Jockey R. Leischman an opportunity to 
come through on the rail with George D. Wide- 
ner’s Evening (121), the second choice, and take 
second place. In the run home Top Flight was 
not threatened, and Workman did not ask her to 
show her speed.

EQUIPOISE’S WORLD RECORD. 
When Equipoise, 4-year-old chestnut son of 
Pennant--Swinging, by Broomstick, racing under 
the colors of C. V. Whitney, and carrying Jockey 
Raymond Workman at 128 pounds, at Arlington 
Park, June 30, overtook and easily defeated 
Jamestown by three lengths, a new world record 
for one mile around turns was established at 
1:34 2-5. This performance was done over what 
is known at Arlington Park as the Hertz Course. 
The horses come out of a chute that comes into 
the backstretch with a slight bend; then there 
is the run down the backstretch, into what ordi- 
narily is known as the far turn; then out of 
this into the homestretch for the run to the fin- 
ish. The Hertz Course is slightly more difficult 
than is the mile course at Belmont Park, over 
which Jack High, as a 4-year-old, with 110 
pounds up, on May 24, 1930, set the world mile 
record around turns at 1:35. It is more difficult 
because of the bend out of the chute into the 
backstretch. At Belmont Park the run out of 
the chute is straight into the backstretch. The 
course Over which Roamer, at Saratoga, as a 7- 
year-old, with 110 pounds up, set the American 
record for a mile against time at 1:34 4-5, was 
out of chute into the first turn, through the back- 
stretch, around the far turn into the home stretch. 
Writing to THE BLOOD-HoRSE from Arlington 
Park on July 1, C. J. Fitz Gerald, presiding stew- 
ard at Arlington Park, said: ‘“Yesterday’s rac- 
ing was sensational. The track is lightning fast 
but safe. There was a quartering breeze all 
afternoon and this, in my opinion, helped the 
horses. Still Equipoise, Volette and Tred Avon 
put up wonderful performances. Workman did 
not ride Equipoise out, and in my opinion he 
could have run the mile in 1:34. Equipped as 
Roamer, Salvator and others were, viz. 110 
pounds, he can smash yesterday’s record to 
smithereens. Of course he would have to be 
paced, as he wants competition to do his best. 
Jamestown is improving and the Stars and 
Stripes on Monday will be a horse race. Mr. 
Joyner has his horse up and coming. These two 
races here will put Jamestown on razor edge.” 
Equipoise won the Stars and Stripes on Mon- 
day of this week over a heavy track. Jamestown 
did not start. Tred Avon was second. Tred 
Avon on June 30 set a new track record at Ar- 
lington for the seven furlongs at 1:22 3-5. In the 
next race Volette set a new track record for the 
five and one-half furlongs at 1:04 4-5. 
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NEW YORK 


FROM AQUEDUCT TO EMPIRE CITY. 


EW YORK’S July racing, as usual, will be 

chiefly confined to the Empire City course 
at Yonkers, New York City’s closest suburb to 
the North and along the Hudson. Opening day 
there is Wednesday of this week, Aqueduct’s 
meeting ending Tuesday, July 5, and closing the 
period of racing on Long Island until the racers 
return from Saratoga to Belmont Park early in 
September. 

We do not have at hand the financial results 
of the Aqueduct meeting, but it may be taken 
for granted that the report will be written large- 
ly in red ink. The sport, however, was fairly 
good. On the last Saturday of the meeting, July 
2, Faireno won the Dwyer Stakes from the 
American Derby winner Gusto and others; this 
was the outstanding race of the entire session. 

Empire City’s purse minimum, like Aqueduct’s, 
will be $800, lowest in several years. Stakes 
have all been reduced by making their values 
guaranteed instead of added. Nearly 1,000 stalls 
have been asked for by 154 different owner- 
ships, and as there will be a good number of 
well known horses of class racing at Empire, the 
management expects the meeting to be one of 
the most successful of the year, in New York 
State. The meeting continues 22 days, ending 
July 30. 


PLAYFOLE BEATS ARGOSIE. 

The Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s Argosie (111), 
daughter of Man o’ War, finished second to S. 
L. Burch’s Playfole (111), a daughter of the 
super-horse’s brother, the dead My Play, in the 
thirty-eighth running of the Gazelle Stakes 
($2,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 1 1-16 miles) at 
Aqueduct June 28. The margin between them at 
the end was a head. The winner came from last 
place to first in the last furlong. The Greentree 
Stable’s Parry (115) was third, two lengths back 
and three lengths ahead of the Wheatley Stable’s 
Unique (111).

FAIRENO BEATS GUSTO IN DWYER. 

The Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno (124) won 
the Dwyer Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
11-2 miles) at Aqueduct July 2 in very much 
the same manner he won the Belmont Stakes, 
by making his own pace all the way and burning 
up his opposition before the stretch was reached. 
Four colts went to the post. Faireno, at even 
money, was. second choice to Morton L. 
Schwartz’s American Derby winner Gusto (122), 
which closed at 4 to 5. The outsiders were the 
Howe Stable’s *Sansarica (111), at 25’s, and 
Brookmeade Stable’s Monday (110), at 100 to 
1. Brandon Mint was scratched. *Sansarica was 
an added starter. After two minutes at the 
post Faireno broke on top and in the first 
furlong opened up a good patch of daylight 
on the field, despite the fact that Tommy Mal- 
ley immediately took a stout hold on his head. 
Gusto, not so quick on the getaway, was pinched 
off by *Sansarica and shortly after the start 
was in last place. Faireno set a fast pace for 
the contest of 12 furlongs. He turned the first 
half in :47 2-5, and was then five lengths in the 
lead, with *Sansarica second by five lengths, 
Monday third by three, and Gusto last. On the 
backstretch Faireno added another three lengths 
to his advantage, and Monday fell back to 
last place to be eased up thereafter. S. Coucci 
now urged Gusto forward and the son of Ameri- 
can Flag settled in his stride and, at the turn 
out of the backstretch, passed *Sansarica. 
Faireno’s lead at this point was about six 
lengths. By the time they straightened out 
for the run home, it was four lengths. Mal- 
ley hand-rode Faireno home, and Coucci drove 
with whip and heel. Faireno was tiring, and 


Gusto gained on him steadily. In the last six- 
teenth Gusto had got to the leader’s flanks, 
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but now he was about as tired as Faireno and 
they went over the line about a length apart, 
and both very tired. At intervals of 30 lengths, 
the outclassed *Sansarica and Monday followed. 
In the presentation ceremony which followed, 
Miss Sarah Woodward represented her father, 
William Woodward, in receiving the trophy. 
Gallant Fox won a Belmont-Dwyer double for 
the same stable in 1930. The time, :23, :47 2-5, 
1:12, 1:374-5, 1:511-5, 2:043-5, 2:31 2-5, was 
the second fastest in the history of the race; 
Crusader’s 2:29 3-5 in the Dwyer of 1926 is still 
the track record.

KILMER TRAINERS. 

A job as trainer for Willis Sharpe Kilmer has 
long been known, among horsemen, as a simile 
for impermanence. Last week Uncle Sam helped 
Mr. Kilmer in maintaining his reputation. The 
United States Government notified him that 
Trainer T. Woodcock’s passport expires July 15 
and cannot be extended. The Australian who 
came to this country with Phar Lap and was 
employed by Mr. Kilmer after the death of 
Phar Lap, must leave the country during the 
first half of this month. His employer is said 
to be hopeful that he may induce Trainer Wood- 
cock to return to America. 


It was announced last week that William Post- 
er had been made general manager of the Kil- 
mer racing establishment; that A. Pascuma had 
resigned as first string rider; and that D. R. 
(Puddin’) McDaniel had succeeded W. A. (Doc) 
Crawford as chief trainer. Trainer McDaniel 
expected to ship the string from Aqueduct to 
Saratoga this week. 


Trainer Crawford immediately obtained em- 
ployment with the Pinetree Stable, succeeding 
John Zoeller. 


WESTERN SYSTEM ADOPTED. 


Jockeys at Aqueduct now are required to enter 
. jockey quarters at the track at 1 o’clock each 
afternoon and not leave except to go to the 
paddock until their engagements for the day 
are completed. The change to this system, long 
prevailing in the West and South, was made on 
complaint of a member of The Jockey Club that 
the jockeys have been talking too much to peo- 
ple they should avoid. 


KENTUCKY 


LATONIA’S PURSE REDUCTION. 

N these days of little money, some of the rac- 

ing meetings are the equivalent of nightmares 
to the managers thereof. Latonia is in the 
nightmare class. This is evidenced by the fact 
that the Kentucky State Racing Commission, at 
a meeting in the offices at the Latonia track on 
Monday of this yeek, July 4, after a conference 
with Col. M. J. Winn, president of the American 
Turf Association, Polk Laffoon, president of the 
Latonia Jockey Club, and others, unanimously 
agreed to a 25 per cent reduction in the purses, 
which is to say that the minimum was fixed 
at $600 added money from $800, to which the 
minimum was reduced from $1,200 at the Com- 
mission’s meeting at Lexington on March 19. 
Thus the Commission has within six months au- 
thorized a 50 per cent reduction of Latonia’s 
purses. The reduction is to be effective on and 
after July 12. The Latonia meeting is scheduled 
to close July 31. 

After the Commission’s meeting, Colonel Winn 
announced a reduction in the price of admission 
to Latonia, effective Thursday, July 7. The 
general admission is to be $2, instead of $2.20. 
The clubhouse admission is $3, instead of $4.40. 
In both instances the new rates absorb the fed- 
eral tax of 10 per cent on admissions. Having 
fixed it so, the Latonia Jockey Club will pay to 
the Government 20 cents out of each $2 admis- 
sion and 30 cents out of each $3 admission. This 
means net of $1.80 and $2.70 respectively to the 
track owners. The same result could have been 
attained with less cost to Latonia patrons by 
fixing the general admission at $1.80 plus a tax 
of 18 cents, total $1.98, and clubhouse admission 
$2.70 plus tax of 27 cents, total $2.97. That, of 
course, would have necessitated the use of pen- 
nies, but even racing patrons these days do not 
spurn pennies. They gladly take them at the 
pari-mutuel wickets when pay is made to the 
penny. 

Nothing was said about reducing the pari- 
mutuel take. It stands at 10 per cent. Thus 
the Latonia Jockey Club, major plant of the 
American Turf Association in the grand old 
Commonwealth, is reduced to about the level of 
the meetings the late William Dondas used to 
conduct at fairs at Lexington and other points 
in Kentucky. Truly, Colonel Winn and his as- 
sociates in the American Turf Association have 
memorialized themselves in race track misman- 
agement. Instead of conserving the profits that 
came in the fat days and creating a surplus for 
the lean days, they increased stakes and purses 
sufficiently to appease the horsemen who were 
clamoring for a greater share of what was pour- 
ing out in a golden stream in the form of divi- 
dends. What they did not pay out in stakes, 
purses and dividends, they used in buying or 
building tracks in Illinois. When the balloon 
was punctured and deflation set in, they began 
grasping at straws and decided to increase the 
pari-mutuel take to 10 per cent. What folly! 
That has had the effect of distracting the dol- 
lars of the wise bettor to other channels, and 
it has had its effect toward decreasing attend- 
ance. It may be maintained that the net reve- 
nue is greater at 10 per cent than it was at 714 
per cent and at 5 per cent. The figures are not 
available at this writing. Even so, over the 
spread of time it will work out as having been 
mistaken policy. 
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In the opinion of THE BLOOD-HORSE, race track 
management in Kentucky since the very day of 
the formation of the Kentucky Jockey Club, pre- 
decessor of the American Turf Association and 
its present subsidiary companies, has been one 
series of blunders, the largest of which was crea- 
tion of political alliances out of which subse- 
quently came political debauchery. In short, rac- 
ing in Kentucky is so near dead, as the result 
of this mismanagement, that unless somebody 
comes along with a pulmotor, all that remains 
to be done is to have the funeral services and 
write the obituary. 

The Latonia Jockey Club expected a lean meet- 
ing, but it is proving out so utterly devoid of fat 
that in the first week they have found the skil- 
let burning on the bottom. The opening day, 
Saturday, June 25, was fairly bad. The next 
day, Monday, was terrible; a storm came up and 
cut the receipts to the lowest point in perhaps 
a score of years. Another blow of the same 
sort was dealt on the Fourth of July, when in- 
clement weather again played a large part in 
keeping the crowd away. The track was sloppy 
for the running of the Independence Handicap, 
the field for which was reduced to four. Charles 
Bacharach’s Playtime, carrying the Southland 
Stable’s Colors, trained by Johnny Daniels and 
ridden by R. Finnerty; the very outsider in the 
betting at odds of $8.17 to $1 in the mutuels, led 
all the way and won by five lengths from Manta, 
second choice, four lengths better than Pitts- 
burgher, the favorite, odds-on, five lengths before 
Cousin Jo, last. 

That the Latonia management is chagrined 
over the fact that the meeting has descended 
to the second-fiddle class is indicated by the fol- 
lowing taken from Box Saxton’s notes in The 
Cincinnati Enquirer Tuesday morning of this 
week: “It didn’t take the traveling show long to 
get away. The four which came down here from 
Chicago to put on the Latonia Derby Saturday 
gathered in approximately $16,000 &nd were on 
their way back to Chicago before the midnight 
hour Saturday.” 

STEPENFETCHIT’S LATONIA DERBY. 

Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Stepenfetchit has 
been stepping hither and yon over the racing 
map during the last two seasons, in search of 
this and that big stakes prize. Last Saturday, 
July 2, he fetched a stakes race for the first 
time, the fiftieth running of the Latonia Derby 
($15,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-2 miles). Five 
went to the post. W. R. Coe’s Osculator, son of 
Pompey, having finished second in the Withers, 
the Belmont and the American Derby, was made 
an odds-on favorite at 81 cents on the dollar. 
Stepenfetchit was second choice. The outsiders 
were J. W. Y. Martin’s Dark Hope, R. M. East- 
man’s Cathop, W. F. Knebelkamp’s big gelding, 
Delivered. Each carried 118 pounds, as each re- 
ceived the eight-pound allowance provided for 
non-winners of a 3-year-old race of $5,000. The 
Start was good, except that the intractable De- 
livered got several lengths the worst of it. Con- 
trary to expectations, Dark Hope, a son of *Trau- 
mer, immediately went out to set the pace. He 
continued in that role for a mile, followed by 
Cathop, next by Osculator, then by Stepenfetchit. 
On the last turn Osculator took the lead from 
Dark Hope, and immediately Jockey R. Fin- 
nerty sent Stepenfetchit past both of them. In 
the run down the long front stretch Stepenfetchit 
proved himself a length better than the favorite, 


which thus added another second to his record. 
Dark Hope, tired from his pacemaking, dropped 
back badly, finishing third, six lengths behind 
Osculator and four lengths ahead of Cathop, 
which was done after nine furlongs had been 
covered. Delivered was 15 lengths farther back. 
Time, :24 4-5, :48 2-5, 1:13 2-5, 1:38 3-5, 2:05 1-5, 
2:31 1-5, track fast.

DASTUR TAKES IRISH DERBY. 


HE Aga Khan’s Dastur, one of the most con- 

sistent 3-year-olds racing in the British Isles 
this season, won the Irish Derby at the Curragh 
Wednesday, June 29, with Major Shirley’s Hill 
Song second and Johnston Cooney’s Trapper 
third. An odds-on favorite at 4 to 7, Dastur 
just managed to defeat Hill Song, at 4 to 1, by 
a head. Trapper, a 50 to 1 shot, was two lengths 
farther back. The stakes for the 1 1-2-mile test 
were £5,000, about $20,000. Ten ran. Dastur, 
which finished second to Orwell in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and second to April the Fifth in 
the Derby, is a bay colt by Solario (by Gains- 
borough—Sun Worship, by Sundridge) out of 
Friar’s Daughter, by Friar Marcus out of Gar- 
ron Lass, she a daughter of Roseland (by William 
the Third) and Concertina, by St. Simon. Con- 
certina was grandam of *Sir Gallahad III. In 
the first five generations of Dastur’s ancestry 
there are four crosses of St. Simon. The colt 
was bred in Ireland by his owner and was foaled 
April 4, 1929. 


IRISH SALES NEXT MONTH. 

Attention of American seekers after good 
foreign stock for racing and breeding is called 
to the advertisement of Robert J. Goff & Co., 
Ltd., on page 50. The sales at Ballsbridge Au- 
gust 2, 3 and 4 will offer 700 yearlings and on 
August 5 and 6 other sales will be held. Some 
of the stoutest racing stock in the world is 
coming from Ireland, and American buyers have 
secured numerous good horses from _ previous 
Ballsbridge auctions. 


AMERICAN-BRED WINNERS IN ENGLAND. 

Winner of the Dover Handicap Plate, five fur- 
longs, at Folkestone, England, June 21, was V. 
T. Thompson’s Comprehension, a bay gelding by 
Apprehension—*Mintless, by Minting, bred in the 
United States, at Oak Ridge, Va., by the Oak 
Ridge Stable of Clendenning Ryan. Compre- 
hension was sent to England as a weanling in 
1929, along with other horses of Mr. Ryan, and 
was later disposed of by him. At two last year, 
Comprehension won two races. His dam, *Mint- 
less, is already well known in America as the 
grandam of the Kentucky Derby winner Burgoo 
King. *Mintless died the year she foaled Com- 
prehension. Her other winners were Minawand 
(Burgoo King’s dam), Winnermint, Sea Mint, 
Peggy Rives, Idiosyncrasy and Pipestem (whose 
first foal, a filly by Chilhowee, will be offered 
in the Swingalong Stud consignment to the Sara- 
toga yearling sales next month). 

Another son of Apprehension, also American- 
bred, is Wild Meadow, which English sporting 
papers have recently commended as a likely 
winner in the near future. Wild Meadow is out 
of Puff, by Ballot, and, like Comprehension, was 
sent to England with the Oak Ridge Stable 
horses. He appears in the American Stud Book 
under the name of Logroller. 

In the race won by Comprehension, another 
American-bred horse, Westerner, a black colt by 
Westy Hogan out of Margaret Lowry, by 
Cesarion, was third. He was bred by W. S. 
Payne at the Mapleton Stud, Lexington, Ky. 

Marcargo, owned by William Woodward, won

Gracing our front cover this week is W. A. 
Rouch’s fine photograph of the Aga Khan’s 
Udaipur, winner of the Oaks at Epsom Downs 
and the Coronation Stakes at Ascot last month. 
Udaipur is a brown filly, 3-years-old, by Bland- 
ford out of Uganda, by Bridaine, bred at the 
Sheshoon Stud, Kildare, Ireland, by her owner. 
Her sire, a son of Swynford, stands at Kildare; 
he has been one of the most successful horses in 
the British Isles in recent years, his progeny 
including the Derby winers Trigo and Blenheim. 
Uganda was bred in France in 1921 and won the 
French Oaks and nearly 412,000 francs at three. 
Her first foal was the French Oaks winner 
Ukrania and the second was the Cesarewitch 
winner Ut Majeur. Uganda was imported to 
Ireland in 1928, and is now represented by a 2- 
year-old filly, Una, by Tetratema, in training 
with Frank Butters. Her yearling is a brother to 
Udaipur. 


BELGIAN VICTOR IN FRANCE. 

The Prix du President de la Republique, 2,500 
meters (about 1144 miles), gross value 400,000 
francs (about $16,000), run Sunday, July 3, at 
St. Cloud, France, was won by the Belgian racer 
Prince Rose, owned by Dr. H. Coppez. Baron 


Edouard de Rothschild’s Taxodium was second and 
James Hennessey’s Gris Perle third. Sir Alfred 
Butt’s Orpen, purchased from the estate of the 
late Sir John Rutherford in England, was fourth. 
Prince Rose is a 4-year-old colt by Rose Prince 
(by *Prince Palatine) out of Indolence, by Gay 
Crusader, and was bred in England by the late 
Lord Durham. He was the best 2-year-old in 
Belgium in 1930 and the best 3-year-old last 
year. 

JACOPO’S VICTORY. 

Marshall Field’s Jacopo won the 11-2-mile 
Princess of Wales’ Stakes at Newmarket June 
30, beating Lord Howard de Walden’s Rose en 
Soleil, second, John A. Dewar’s Violator, third, 
and five others. The purse, approximately 
$5,000, was the first important score of the 
Irish-bred colt since his three victories as a 2- 
year-old in 1930. Jacopo is a brown colt by 
Sansovino out of Black Ray, by Black Jester. 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort trains him. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 

The very successful Italian filly Jacopa del 
Sellaio has been retired to the stud. 

Saphir, a French-bred son of *Teddy, won the 
Folkstone Handicap Plate, 11-2 miles, in Eng- 
land June 21. 

Sir Victor Sassoon is moving his horses from 
the stable of Charles Waugh at Newmarket to 
that of Basil Jarvis. 

Brown Jack, which won the Alexandra Stakes 
in England four years in succession, cost £50 
as a yearling seven years ago. 

The totalisator at Ascot handler £260,145 and 
14 shillings during the four-day meeting.

Tom Walls, owner of the Derby winner April 
the Fifth, wagered “Downsman” of Everybody’s 
Weekly that his colt will beat Orwell the next 
time they meet, which probably will be in the 
St. Leger September 7. The loser will pay 50 
guineas to the Royal Veterinary College Fund. 

The Northumberland Plate, alias the Pitmen’s 
Derby, run at Gosforth Park, England, June 22, 
was won by J. G. Thompson’s Pomarrel, a 5-year- 
old son of Pommern. The winner was trained 
by the veteran Dobson Peacock, who had already 
won the race with Sir Harry, Palmy Days, Car- 
pathus, Border Minstrel and Primrose League.

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SWINGALONG STUD YEARLINGS 


By J. A. ESTES 


FTER the last of the 13 yearlings had been 

led back to the stall, Tollie Young, master 
of Creekview Farm, said: “You’re the first one 
to look them over. What do you think of the 
crop?” 

“I would compare them with your good crop of 
last year,”” answered The Estes, “by saying they 
are about twice as promising. And I'll sign a 
statement to that effect.” 


The yearlings which had just been inspected 
were 13 of the crop Harry S. Hart and his part- 
ners will send to Saratoga Springs to be sold on 
the evening of Friday, August 5, the opening 
night of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s period of 
sales. Four others, bringing the total consign- 
ment to 17, are at James Dunlap Gay’s farm on 
the Winchester-Paris pike; these the writer had 
seen the previous day. Last year he saw the 
Swingalong Stud yearlings before they left Ken- 
tucky for Saratoga. They were a good lot, and 
their racing this year has shown it, but these 
colts and fillies which are going to the Spa this 
year are bigger, better, smoother and smarter. 

They are, further, the best-mannered set of 
yearlings I have seen in a long time. They have 
none of the awkwardness and clumsiness which 
the yearling Thoroughbred ordinarily holds to 
be his inalienable right. Tractability is a lead- 
ing characteristic with them. Mr. Young, in 
order to show the extent to which they are en- 
dowed with this virtue, singled out a _ high- 
spirited colt and walked around him, picking up 
each of the colt’s feet in turn; then repeated the 
performance with another colt. It reminded one 
of the stories they told about Phar Lap and his 
imperturbable calm. 


The whole crop, including the four yearlings 
at Mr. Gay’s farm, are in top condition; not fat, 
but in good flesh, and with muscles hard as 
Strangler Lewis’ biceps. Some of them will be 
asked to take on a few extra pounds between 
now and the sale night, but the solid foundation 
is already there. The complete list of the year- 
lings follows:

Best of the colts, on looks, is the chestnut 
son of Prince Pal out of Maid of India. At 
Creekview Farm they refer to him as “Little 
Mate,” and with good reason. He has much of 
the same raciness that distinguishes Mate, the 
most noted son of his sire. He has three white 
feet and considerable white in the face. Nothing 
in his make-up needs changing. He is just the 


right size, has good length of body, and is per- 
fectly balanced. The legs are strong and good. 
He has a vigorous walk and the general air of 
a conqueror. 


On the score of pedigree, the colt has a high 
rating. His dam, Maid of India, is a daughter 
of Delhi—Accelerate, by Uncle—Velocity, by 
Henry of Navarre, tracing maternally to Lady 
Blessington. Delhi, Accelerate and Uncle are all 
from powerful branches of the No. 4 family. The 
closest inbreeding in the pedigree of “Little 
Mate” is to Isinglass, to which he has five free 
generations, two on the sire’s side and three on 
the dam’s. 

I would hesitate, however, to say that “Little 
Mate” is a more promising yearling than the 
bay colt by Prince Pal out of Salvation Lass, by 
Leonardo II, next dam *Canteen Girl, by Fitz 
Herbert. This colt has black points, with no 
white, except a faint star. There is no such blood- 
like quality to his head as in the Maid of India 
colt, but he is especially well muscled and hardy- 
appearing. In the paddock, according to the tes- 
timony of Mr. Young, he outdoes all the others. 

There are two outstanding fillies, both by 
Prince Pal, one out of No Regrets, the other out 
of Anne. No Regrets, a good race mare, by 
Eternal-—*Chrysoberil, by Verdun, sent a hostage 
to the Saratoga sales last year. The price was 
$800 for the offering, a filly by Chilhowee. Under 
the name of Cutie Face, this filly has won a 
stakes race and three other events this year and 
a total of $7,625. No Regrets’ half-sister, Queens- 
way, is a triple stakes winner in Canada this 
season. I saw Cutie Face as a yearling and liked 
her, but I have no hesitancy in announcing No 
Regrets’ yearling of this year to be a much better 
prospect than was Cutie Face. Marked with 
three white feet and a star and stripe, she has 
more size than her year-older half-sister. Quick 
and smart, she moves with the airy grace and 
self-assurance one finds in high-class horses. 
I believe, too, that the Prince Pal cross on No 
Regrets will prove superior to that of Chilhowee. 
The closest inbreeding in this year’s yearling is 
to St. Simon, with five free generations. The 
pedigree indicates that although this filly may 
not be better than Cutie Face for the first half 
of her 2-year-old season, she should be the better 
racer at corresponding periods thereafter. 


The No Regrets filly must be accorded the 
place of honor as the pick of the lot, but, as with 
the colts, I must hem and haw about one other. 

My “reserve champion” is the Prince Pal filly 
out of Anne, by Delhi out of Grace Cunard, by 
Cunard. I have not seen a more handsome 
yearling this season. She has more quality than 
the No Regrets filly and is quite as prepossessing 
in her action. She has also an exceptional length 
of rein. This filly either has class or is a first- 
class deceiver. 


Yearling appraisals are lotteries. Very likely 
I should have given a line to the colts and fillies 
already mentioned and a paragraph to some of 
the following: 

Prince Pai—Lucky Susan bay colt. Three 
white feet, big star and snip; big, big-boned, 
Roman-nosed, solid fellow; still needs a little 
fiesh. 

Prince Pal—Nyasa bay colt. Three white feet, 
star and stripe. Good size and substance. Hind 
legs a little crooked, but so are Questionnaire’s. 
Prince Pal—Yvonda bay filly. No markings. 
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High-spirited, very quick; big and strong, but 

also quite feminine in type. A little Roman-nosed. 
Prince Pal—Solid Gold chestnut filly. No mark- 

ings. Small, smart, well-behaved. I like her. 

Prince Pal—Bridgeen chestnut filly. Three white 
stockings and a blaze. Spirited and quick, 
chunky. Likely to start winning early. 

*Donnacona—Ceres bay colt. Irregular stripe. 
Small, stout, of exceptionally good manners. 
Great driving power apparent. A good one. 

Saxon—Poltova bay (or brown) colt. White 
on left hind foot, star. Strong, good-boned, hard- 
fleshed, a bit rangy; marked by the determined 
attitude which is typical of the Saxons. 

Saxon-——-Pretty Miss brown colt. This one and 
the three following are at James Dunlap Gay’s 
farm, near Winchester. He is a rough and ready, 
rangy fellow; much like the Poltova colt in 
general confirmation; hard as nails, with sturdy 
feet and legs. The Saxons are all of one type, 
and the type is tough, rough and tol’able. These 
yearlings are of the first crop of foals by the 
son of Broomstick—-Homely, by *Sea King. 

Chilhowee—Black Days bay colt. White feet 
behind, white face. Compact, powerful, quick, 
well balanced, with neck and head particularly 
well set. Good, straight hind leg. Has slight 
cut, now healing, on off hind leg. 

Chilhowee—Mary Lucas chestnut colt. Star 
and stripe. A very smooth and flashy colt, quick 
as a cat. One of the best. 

Chilhowee—Pipestem bay filly. White feet 
behind, star. Short, stout, smart, feminine; and 
great hind legs. When this filly was two weeks 
old, Harry Hart and.The Estes saw her in the 
paddock. Mr. Hart predicted she would win; 
The Estes agreed that she was an exceptionally 
good foal, but, through sheer perversity, made 
some crack about “Old Man Percentage.’ The 
result was that Mr. Hart wagered The Estes 
a hat that the filly would win. May the depres- 
sion end soon, for The Estes will have a hat to 
buy next year. Pipestem is a half-sister to Bur- 
goo King’s dam. 

*Kiev—cClarabella bay colt. White on coronet 
of near hind foot. Quick, nervous, Roman- 
nosed, high behind. 

Haste—Bendita chestnut filly. White face. 
Small, light, but a good buy. 


EXTRA PRECAUTION. 


People who own Thoroughbred horse breeding 
establishments as a rule exercise precaution 
against fire or the injury or destruction of their 
valuable animals from any and ail causes. The 
very particular owners and managers exercise 
extra precaution. An extra precaution that has 
just come on the market is an automatic fire 
detector (good enough to be advertised in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE and maybe it will be). It has 
been installed at Idle Hour Stock Farm and at 
Elmendorf. It is a thermostatic arrangement 
that sets off a siren when a fire starts in a stall 
or other place in the barn. It also can be in- 
stalled in residences, apartments, factories, ware- 
houses, etc. As a Kentucky farmer might say, 
“it’s a slick trick.”
